1 . The Examiner has carefully considered Applicants Response of 1 1/28/05. The 
Examiner does not find that Applicant's amendment and the supporting argument 
overcomes the rejection of the prior Action. In particular, the amended language 
includes relative language that the Examiner finds is met by the prior art, and which the 
Examiner finds indefinite (see the rejection to (JSC 1 12 below). 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

3. Claims 1 , 2, 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipatd by 
Nakagawa et al. 

Nakagawa et al. discloses at col. 2, line 61 to col. 3, line 12, a porous body comprising: 

a mass of adhered particles; 
wherein the particles comprise iron-based particles coated with copper. 
Nakagawa et al. discloses an adhered mass that meets the limitations of the volume 
ratio by meeting the porosity limitation and adhering by joining the particles by sintering 
the copper coating to form the porous mass. 

The Examiner particularly looks to Drawing 4 of Applicant's disclosure to determine the 
breadth of Applicant's claim language and determines that these limitations are met by 
the inherent joining of powders by sintering to obtain the porous mass of particles of 
Nakagawa et al. 
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Furthermore, the relative language of "larger amount" as found in claim 1 does not free 
the claims of the art. It is unclear how one would measure an amount of material in 
surface contact relative to an amount of material not in surface contact. The measures 
of volume and mass percent not applicable to contact area, and the Examiner, upon 
further review of the Specification, can ascertain no measurement to support the 
limitation. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1 , 2, 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

The relative language of "larger amount" as found in claim 1 does not free the claims of 
the art. It is unclear how one would measure an amount of material in surface contact 
relative to an amount of material not in surface contact. The measures of volume and 
mass percent not applicable to contact area, and the Examiner, upon further review of 
the Specification, can ascertain no measurement to support the limitation.
